Dedication of Pythian Hall. 


Saturday last was a memorable clay in the 


history of Hcrmionc Lodge, No. 109, K. of 
P. 
With very interesting and impressive 


ceremonies Pythian Hall was dedicated, and 
the lodge room in connection therewith 
opened to the inspection of the public. 


The Grand Lodge officers arrived at 12 40, 


among whom were Grand Chancellor Clias. 
G. Freed, Grand Vice Chancellor II. N. 
Dunnell, Grand Keeper of Records and 
Seals (loo.

into something that is never associated with 
intelligence except by contrast. 


The editor of a newspaper ought to weigh 


well all his words before they are coined 
hit* types. But editors fail to do this some- 
times, or else they are heedless and care 
not what they say. 


Take the Langhorne Standard, for in- 


stance. In a recent issue of that paper the 
editor indulges in expressions which seem 
to indicate that his emotions got the better of 
his wisdom, and that too free a rein given 
to his imagination worked detriment to his 
intelligence.

The real author of this blank verso play, 


William Henry Ireliwid, vrus almost a. boy. 
Bora in 1777, by the tiino ho was 18 ho 
hud proved himself almost as "inarveloiis 
a boy as Chatter-ton, whoso story always 
had urouiurkablufuseluutlonforliijri from 
the time when Ills father read it aloud to 
him. 
Old Samuel Ireland was himself u 


rein irkublo man, who, starting in life /is a 
Spit iilsflold weaver, hud become an en 
gm\ ur and an author of name note and had 
received a medal from the Society of Arts. 


There Is considerable doubt as to the 


legitimacy o£ his son William Heury, but 
howovor that may have been the father 
sparodnopainsin the education of the son, 
and after a courso of private schools In 
London and Franco took up the finishing 
of Ills instructions himself. Perhaps the 
two times which told most upon the boy's 
subsequent career were that reading aloud 
of the story of Chattorton and a visit to 
Stratford-on-Avon about 1794,in the courso 
of which they Imbibed a number of ridic- 
ulous fables, particularly one as to a recent 
destruction of a mass of Shakespearean 
manuscripts by an ignorant owner of Clop- 
ton House. 
iu 1/1.0 auiiumn of 1794 William Jlonry 


entered upon his career of fraud. Getting 
hold of some old looking kind of ink, he 
inscribed on- the fly leaf of an Elizabethan 
tract a dedicatory letter from the airthor 
to Queen Elizabeth. Encouraged by the 
complete manner In which this document 
duped his father, ho proceeded in Decem- 
ber to the first of the Shakespearean for- 
gerit s which ho was soon to curry to such 
lengths.

parchment deed, to which ho had access 
ho d row up a deed of mortgage betweei 
Shakospearo und John Hemmingo on th 
one part and Richard Frascr and his wift 
on tlio other, Imitating tlio poet's signa 
turo from a facsimile of a genuine deed o:

and ridding seals abstracted from va 


rious genuine deeds of Shakespeare's time 
Renewed success encouraged him to a pur 
feet hailstorm of "Shakespearean" relics 
Versrs and letters of the poet inscribed or 
fly leaves, old printed books with Shakes 
peare's name on the title page and notes 
and verses in tlio same hand writing on the 
margin followed in Ixnvildoring successioi: 
Thero were oven extracts from "ITumlet1 
and n transcript of " King Lear,'' the latter 
differing in a few small details from the 
current version—a highly ingenious stroke 
on tlio forger's part.

:uccd "Vortigeru" and "Henry II," the 
ast in his own handwriting, but professing 
o bo o. copy of Shakespeare's play of thiit 
name. Thero was also a corroborate deed 
hawing that an Ireland of Shakespeare's 
day had saved the poet, from drowning and 
had been rewarded by having tho privilege 
of publication of Shakespeare's unknown 
plays assigned to him and his descendants. 
It was afterward contended that a youth 
of 10 could never have boon clover enough 
to produce such a forgery as "Vortigorn," 
but Ii-eland's subsequent publications 
sufficiently disprove this objection, and ho 
satisfa< torily confuted it himself in after 
days. 
Old Ireland and others were com- 


pletely deceived at tho time, and tho old 
man, o\ en after his son's confession, scorns 
to have gone to his grave in the belief that 
Shakcsixjare really wrote "Vortigorn." 
But Malono, Stevens and others daw 
through the fraud from tho first. 


There was an exciting newspnper war 


about the question, and Person, by way of 
ridlculiug tho affair, published a Greek 
version of "Three Children Sliding on the 
Ice," which he attributed to Sophocles. 
Sheridan of Urury Lane agreed to present 
the play, but Komble's doubts caused Its 
production to be delayed. 
Mrs. Palmer 


booked out of appearing in it on tho ground 
of "ill health," and Ireland rejected the 
prologue written for it by Pyo as not being 
confident enough. On the very eve of its 
production appeared Malouo's "Inquiry 
Into Authenticity," to which Ireland re- 
plied by a handbill begging tho public to 
give tho play a chance. And so, on April 
2, Drury Lane was crowded. Komblo in- 
deed had urged that April 1 would be a 
more appropriate day and had insisted on 
Including tho farce, "My Grandmother," 
in the programme, while Covont Garden, 
by way of being nasty, produced "Tho Lie 
of tho Day." But Komblo did his best 
and tho utter failure of tho play was sim- 
ply because the public saw through the im- 
posture.

£500, of which old Ireland received about 
£100, but there was no second. Ireland 
confessed the truth to his sistor at once, 
and though ho attempted to brazen it out 
before tho world for a tlmo and a commit-

PROVISIONING A HOTEL. 


dreat Quantities of Food Required—De 


•traction of Chlnaware—Coffee Making. 
" Americans Jare great coffee drinkers 


and good coffee must be had at every note 
that finds favor," writes John Gilmer 
Speed in an article on '' Conducting a Grea- 
Hotel" in Ladies'Home Journal. "I was 
curious to learn how the great quantities 
were kept constantly on hand and at the 
same time always fresh. 
The coffeepot is 


a huge affair in which several gallons eoulc 
be mode at once. It is upon the French 
plan, and boiling water is poured over fine- 
ly ground, freshly parched coffee. 
One 


man is kept making coffee all the time, 5e, 
makes it in six quart quantities, using for 
breakfast coffee sb[ quarts of water to four 
pounds of coffee; for dinner coffee the wa- 
ter is reduced to five quarts to four pounds 
and tor after dinner or black coffee to four 
quarts. The coffeepot is enameled inside 
because this can be kept clean, which tin 
cannot, as the coffee pats off the tin in 2 
little whije, a,nri then in that pot it is next 
to, Impossible to make'satisfactory coffee,

On the first half of the second mile Cor-

At the mile 
ind a half all of tho crews were pulling 
'A strokes a minute except Columbia, 
vhose men were sticking .their oars into 
he water, o-s if they were so many stilettos, 
at the rate of 38 a minute. 


Coming down tho last half Harvard 


made one of George Mumford's pet spurts, 
which closed them on the Cornell crew by 
a length. They were unable, however, to 
hake the Quakers, who made a spurt at 
he same time, and the crews crossed the 
ine in the order given. 


It was a game and pluckily fought race, 


Cornell's victory being due solely to hard 
work on home waters before they came 
o Poughkccpsie.
